"loa have the fin — v^e^e will yoa go?" Oa >aaother occasioa^ the 
stadeat's theaselves aay 'aake ap the probleas; to be anseered. The 
third gaae« "French Gaaes Variatioas oa Vocafcalary," describes vays 
of drilliag vocabulary. Oni of the variations is to give the stadents 
a list or French vdrds (sach as those .fer "cload," "rice," ".cotton," 
"paper," and-^lily") and' they anst say in* Freacli ahat these words 
have in coaaon (in this case, they are tall white"). The final gaae, ' 
"Gaae liae in Italian," by Gecfrgiana ittgalli, is designed as a review 
of verlj^s that have been taught aad drilled. Bach stadeat i< givea a 
gAis board '(an eapty verb chart) ^ad aa eavelope containing varions 
verb foras written on slips of paper. The object of the gaae is to 
put the verbs in the correct places on the chart as -quickly as
